Eight years ago there was no such thing as entertainment 
broadcasting and there was not a single radio artist in the coun­ 
try. In 1928, $5,000,000 were paid out in salaries to radio enter­ 
tainers through the National Broadcasting Company alone. 
One million microphone appearances a year are made in the 
G30 broadcasting stations of the country. 
In the National Broad­ 
casting Company studios we have 6,000 microphone appearances 
every month. 
Throughout the country, 10,000,000 or 50,000,000 
people listen in simultaneously to special programs or special 
events virtually every week. 
Eight years ago there was no such thing as a broadcast, net­ 
work. Today the country is blanketed by upwards of 
100,000 
miles of leased wires used every day to carry programs to every 
corner of the land. 
Eight years ago not a penny was spent by anybody for wire 
charges for broadcasting. 
In 1928 the National 
Broadcasting 
Company alone paid the American Telephone and Telegraph Com­ 
pany $2,000,000 for this purpose. 
Eight years ago not a single radio receiving set had ever been 
manufactured for sale. 
In 1928 the volume of business of the ra­ 
dio manufacturers of the country was nearly $700,000,000.

MODERN EXTERIOR CALLS 
FOR MODERN INTERIOR 


V itally Im p ortan t T h at Interior Give 
Com fort and B eauty 


When the question of modernization 
arises, em phasis should not be placed 
on the exterior lines of the dwelling 
to the disadvantage of the interior. 
Too often care is taken with the 
exterior because this is the part that 
is seen by strangers. 
True, the casual 
passer-by judges the residence by the 
appearance of the outside, 
yet 
the 
house is made to live in and the mod­ 
ernization is complete only when the 
interior has been improved in a satis­ 
factory manner. 
Comfort and Beauty Needed 
Yet it is vitally important that the 
interior of the house ’give both com ­ 
fort and beauty—comfort to meet the 
bodily needs of the 
occupants 
and 
beauty to feed their mental enjoyment. 
When remodeling the interior 
the house the arrangement 
of 
the 
rooms is of prime importance. 
The 
floor plans 
should 
be 
thoughtfully 
studied and alterations made to m ake 
convenient the various parts of 
the 
dwelling. 
The kitchen and dining room form 
a unit of their own. 
So do the bed­ 
rooms and bath. 
Often these may be 
placed on the second floor of a house 
but in the case of a bungalow or cot­ 
tage, they should be grouped together 
on the first floor. 
The living room 
forms a unit of its own, as do the 
entry, the hall and the staircase. 
Design your dwelling with the rooms 
of each group together. The bathroom 
for instance should be placed in its 
proper group and never as a part of 
another unit—off the kitchen perhaps 
as is often the case with m akeshift 
alterations. 
The arrangem ent by groups adds to 
the convenience of the occupants of 
the home. 
It increases their bodily 
comforts. 
Study Each Room 
Each room in its turn deserves care­ 
ful study. The windows, their num­ 
ber, and location must be considered. 
H ave plenty of natural light but let 
the windows effectively balance 
the 
wall space. Too many windows are 
as bad as not enough. 
The floors of the interior will usu­ 
ally be of hard 
wood 
although 
in 
rooms of occasional or unimportant 
use, such as the attic, soft woods may 
be' employed. 
Hard wood costs but 
little more than soft wood and when 
remodeling a wise plan is to use hard­ 
wood because of its^durability, hand­ 
some appearance and true edbndfoy.^ 
Electrical fixtures should be so plac­ 
ed in each room as to afford the best 
<*mms%eam— mm jjju.ii... ■ 
■e.M-wm a . i 


lighting. 
Plenty of electrical outlets 
are necessary, as floor lamps are scat­ 
tered here and there in m any rooms. 
The kitchen 
the workshop of the 
hom e—requires a special study. 
The 
sink, the built-in cupboards, the stove 
and the refrigerator m ust be placed 
to save steps. 
Each m ust dovetail 
with the others in aiding the house­ 
wife with her work. 
The Decorative Scheme 
The interior decorative scheme 
is 
still another problem. 
Each room re 
quires its own treatm ent, and only a 
study of the room can determ ine the 
most effective design in 
wall 
tints, 
window and door trim, floor furnish 
ings and furniture. 
Yet the decorative scheme strikes 
of the keynote of the home. 
Its treat 
m ent reflects the character of its oc­ 
cupants. 
It is vitally im portant that 
it be correct. 
The Basem ent Deserves Thought 
The basem ent is still another unit 
of the house where 
convenience 
is 
param ount. 
The heating plant and 
coal bins (if coal be the fuel) m ust he 
located with relation to 
the 
stairs 
from the m ain floor overhead and to 
the drive on which the coal truck will 
stand when unloading. 
The laundry and drying room are 
im portant to the housewife and m ust 
be laid out with labor saving in mind. 
H ere also will be found the workshop 
of the m an of the house if he is handy 
with tools and the 
children’s 
play­ 
room. 
The basem ent can be made into a 
habitable group of well-lighted, cheer­ 
ful rooms if thought 
and 
care 
are 
used. 
Modernize the interior of the house, 
by all means, for neglect may mean 
lack of home comfort, conveniences 
and beauty. 
These are necessary to 
complete the fullness of life.

Y ears ago open porches were con­ 
sidered to be quite essential to a home 
and the well-eppointed house was al­ 
ways constructed with roomy porches. 
Of recent years, however, the 
open 
porch semes to be on the wane, its 
place being taken by the sun room or 
sun parlor, as it is variously called. 
This change in design may be due 
to the influence of the city w here the 
home owner preferred to do his loung­ 
ing in privacy, or to a lack of space 
to spread out the structure. 
The enclosed sun room has a dis­ 
tinct advantage over the open porch 
in th a t it can be used during the en­ 
tire year. 
The use of the open porch 
is largely restricted to the hot w eather 
of sum m er when the family can sit 
out of doors in comfort. 
At moat the 
open porch was used three m onths of 
the year, the rest of the tim e being 
practically useless. 
By enclosing the porch uiul filling 


its walls with m any windows, the use­ 
fulness of the space becomes increas­ 
ed to a m arked degree. 
During the 
hot sum m er mont hs the windows m ay 
be opened and screened, serving as 
effectively as an open porch. 
L ater 
when the tem perature drops, tho win­ 
dows are closed and the sun porch be­ 
comes a comfortable, enclosed room. 
By installing a radiator or w arm air 
duct the sun room is available during 
the coldest days. 
It virtually becomes 
another room of the house. 
Cost of Enclosing Low 
The advantages of the sun room 
over the open porch are immediately 
apparent to the h o m e o w n e r who finds 
when remodeling th a t the cost of en­ 
closing the porch is not excessive. 
* 
Its advantages far outweigh the ad­ 
ditional expenditure. 
Thus the cost 
of enclosing the porch becomes an 
investm ent th a t pays big returns in 
use and comfort.

and wearing qualities of travertin no 
less than did the ancient*. Bul trav­ 
ertin was ii material used only in Italy 
and t«) a limited degree in the rest of 
Europe until the era of our great 
buildings began.—New York Times.
